Strange Family Relations Are Discovered 


by the Testimony of This 


Woman. 


When, in answer to the questions of 


an attorney in the police court yester- 
day afternoon, Mrs. Ella Tannia de- 
clared under oath that Trinity Labadie, 
who for more than ten years had been 
known as her daughter, was fn reality 
her half-sister, the latter learned for 
the first time that the woman vhom 
she had always known as mother, and 
who had cared for years for her with'a 
mother's love, war, not, as she had 
thought, her only surviving parent. 


The disclosure hy which the ffirl 


learned (hat she had found a sister, 
only to lose a mother, was made by 
Mrs. Tannta during the trial of Frank 
Fallon. who is charged with having ac- 
complished thf ruin of thirteen-year- 
old Trinity I.ahadle. 


TELLS HER STORY. 


Mrs. Tannia had been railed to the 
witness stand hy the prosecution, and 
after telling- the story of the ailegerl 
wrong done her sister by Fallon, who 
Is an engineer, fifty-three years of a?e, 
said, In answer to the questions of At- 
torney J. J. Burkp. who conducted the 
cross-examination for the defense, that 
Trinity Labadie, who .had always been 
known as the daughter of the witness, 
was in truth only a half-sister. 
Mrs. 
Tannia then explained that 
on 
the 
death of her mother, at the time that 
the child was but two years of age, 
she had taken charge of Trinity, and 
that since that time the girl has be- 
lieved 
that 
Mrs." Tannia 
was her 
mother. 


EYES FILL WITH TEARS. 


As the girl, listening to the testi- 


mony of Mrs. Tannia, learned for the 
first time that her mother, whose love 
she had never know.n, but had never 
missed, was dead, her eyes filled with 


tears, the first she had ever shed for 
the parent whom she had never known. 


When Mrs. Tannia, having completed 


her testimony, left the witness stand, 
the girl without a word, but with a 
look of childish wonder in her eyes, 
joined her, and the sisters left the 
courtroom together. 


Mrs. Tannia, after leaving the court- 


room, told the following story to a 
representative of THE TRIBUNE: 


KEPT A SECRET. 


"Yes. it is true that until today Trin- 


ity has never known that I was not 
her mother, but she has never wanted 
for a mother's care. She is now more] 
than thirteen years of age, and 
her 


mother died when she was only a lit- 
tle more than two years old. A short 
time after my mother's death J placed 
her In the Sister's academy at Fresno, 
where she remained until last Decem- 
ber, when she came to live with me in 
Oakland. 


WANTS JUSTICE. 


"[ only wish now that I had left her 


in the convent, for had I done so, she 
would not have fallen Into the clutches 
of this, scoundrel Fallon. It is too late 
now, but I Intend to see that this man 
is punished for his crime, if there Is 
any justice In the Oakland courts." 


The prosecution In the case of Fal- 


lon completed its case before Police 
Judge 3amue!s yesterday 
afternoon, 


but at the request of the defense, the 
court granted a continuance to Mon- 
day morning, to enable the defense to 
introduce testimony in behalf of 
the 


defendant. 
At the close of the testi- 
mony offered by the prosecution Attor- 
ney L. S. Church, for .the defense, made 
a motion for dismissal on the ground 
that the testimony. Introduced by the 
prosecution was insufficient to warrant 
holding the accused for trial. Judge 
Samuels denied the motion.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Attorney 


General Moody today being asked con- 
cerning the significance of the action

AMERICANS FIRED UPON. 


A party of thirty Americans tried to 


cross the line half a mile from Naco- 
laco last night and were fired upon by 
tine Mexican officers.

C. A. at Blsbee was wounded in the 
arm and a Mexican official was also 
wounded. 
The attempt was given up. 
Several hundred men, 
women anc 


children, refugees who arrived from 
Cananea In a special train last night 
are being cared for

Douglas. Excitement continues in the 
border cities and there is considerable 
feeling against Mexicans. No violence 
has been attempted, however, and no 
trouble is anticipated. 


APPEAL FOR HELP. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The state 


department has received a most urgent 
telegraphic appeal for help from Amer- 
ican Consular Agent 
Galbraith, 
at 


Cananea, Mexico, in which he says: 


"Aid 
for United 
States absolutely 
essential." 


The state deplrtment also has re- 


ceived direct application from the gov- 
ernor of the state of Sonora, Mexi- 
co, for help from the American side, a 
most extraordinary occurrence. 
The 


direct appeal was the subject of hasty 
consultations today between the sec- 
retary of state, the chief of staff, Brig- 
adier General Bell and 'the law officials 
of the war department, inasmuch as 
the question of the right of the United 
States to send troops into a friendly 
state is in doubt. Meanwhile the offi- 
cers of the general staff are malting 
ready to execut any orders that may 
be issued as the result 
of Secretary 
Hoot's decision. 


Four troops of cavalry are at Fort 
Huachuca, on the International border 
In Arizona and the staff officers as- 
sume that by hard riding this force 
could reach Cananea 
within a. half 


day after they receive their orders. 


OFFICIAL DISPATCHES.

The Blame for Jerry Building. 


The dishonest contractor is coming in for rather more than 


his share of the blame for San Francisco's disaster. The contractor 
is doubtless responsible for much jerry building, but there are others 
far more blameworthy than he, namely, the skinflint landlord and the 
Cheap John architect. The owner who desires to put up a preten- 
tious shack that he may derive exorbitant returns from his invest- 
ment hunts up an architect who is willing to draw the plans. Archi- 
tects must live, and while many will refuse 
to draw plans for 


unsafe and unscientific buildings, others are not so scrupulous or 
are so in nerd of patronage that they cannot afford to refuse the 
work. 


In any event, the owner is the man primarily to blame. He it 


it who keeps the Cheap John architect and jerry builder busy; it 
is he who directs the erection of fire traps and grows rich by them. 
It is useless, therefore, and, moreover, unjust to abuse the architect 
and builder and permit the chief offender to go unpunished and 
unrebuked. 


If the contractor lives up to his specifications or follows the 


architect's directions he cannot be called dishonest. He is blame- 
worthy for aiding and abetting a fraud, but at the worst his offense 
is a negative one. He is neither the instigator nor the planner 
of the fraud 
There are contractors, of course, who scamp work 


wherever it is possible to do so, but such men soon become well 
known to architects, who taboo builders who cannot be relied on to 
do Ronest work. A builder's reputation is therefore a valuable asset 
which is not lightly thrown away. Besides, it is the business of the 
architect to protect the owner: if he is unable to do that he is in- 
competent in a most impprtant particular, and is not the man for 
owners to employ. As a rule, however, the landlord, the architect 
and the builder are all of the same kidney when it comes to jerry 
building. They are all in cahoots in the job, for the skinflint owner 
geeks appropriate agents in putting up unstable death traps; but 
as he is the head and front of the offending he is the man on whom 
public obloquy should fall.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—Mrs. E. 


Larrouy and some dozen of her em- 
ployes retired Thursday night to the 
rooms over the laundry at 2131 Fill- 
more street, locked the doors, put the 
cat out of the window, drew up the 
drawbridge and let down the portlcullls. 
At 2:10 o'clock yesterday morning the 
flremen, In answer to an alarm, arrived 
at the laundry 
with the apparatus. 


They rescued the laundry people, ex- 
tinguished the flre and saved most .of 
the property. 


On breaking in the flremen found 


the lower floor full of smoke. Through 
this smoke came piercing • shrieks, 
rjroans and cries for h«lp. 
The fire 


fighters plunged on in with their lines 
and tried to locate the suffering. Final- 
ly they traced the appeals to the ceil- 
ing, where, amid the smoke, there was 
a door as unsupported as a cloud. 
Through this came shrieks and prayers 
for help. 
A careful search failed to 


reveal any stalls 
or any other en- 
trance to the upper floor. Acting Chief j 
Dougnurty, nowover, directed his men 
to lay hands or. u pair of stairs swing- 
ing half way ui> the wal.. They did,

were on hinges and gave access to the 
door. 
Fourteen people were removed from
